THE SHUMATE FAMILY. 


The Story of Some of the Pioneers of De- 
Kalb County. 

Mason Shumate was of French Hagnenot 
descent. The name in France was De Shu 
mate, and the ancestors of Mason were called 
by that name for some time after they emi- 
grated to America; but they dropped the “Da” 
and bave since been called plain Shumate. 
Mason Shumate was born A. D. 1764 in Far. 
quiar county, Virginia. He married Mis; 
Nancy Gatewood of the same county, H» 
moved from Virginia to Spartansburg, 8. C., in 
1804, and from there to Decatur, Deka!» 
county, Georgia in 1824, 

Decatur, at that time, was nothiag more 
than a collection of about a dozen log hate 
The Indians had just moved to the west side 
ofthe Chattahooehee. Decatur was a trad 
irg post, and the Indians would come ever 
there in droves of thirty or forty to sell their 
peltries, baskets, moccasins and other wares, 
They were generally peaceable, but the ra 
membrance of having been driven from their 
old hunting grounde, would sometimes lucite 
them to commit depredations on the whites, 
and the whites were so scattered in small set 
tiemente over the country that they fell oasy 
Victims of the savages before they could or- 
ganize end drive the Indians over the river, 
Mr. Shumate kept the first hotel ever 
opened in Decatur. After living in Deasatar 
a few years, he moved to nis plantativa 
abouts one mile west of Decatur, where he and 
bis slaves engaged in planting, as long as he 
lived. The land in and aroand E tgewood 
was owned by him. He used it for a hog 
renge. His admivistrator, as late es 1850, sold 
100 acres of it for $700. I¢ is now worth about 
£300 per sere. He was one of the foandera 
of the Pieebyterian church in Decatur 
He was av intelligent, well read man for 
his Gay, snd gave his children the®neg¢ eduaca- 
tion he could, He was thoronghiy honest 
and wat kind and generous toa fault: was a 
cevotcd father ard kind master. Everyboiy 
in the connty knew him and honored hia 
Hetied in 1549, eavine pine children, Joa«ph 
1), Locinéa, Harriet, Ber yman, Sirah, Oy.a- 
t) ia, Evizabeth, Fravklin, and Eliga. Hig de- 
scencdents now number about 125

swall but devoted band that organized that 
horch. 
: Judge Cone was a true Christian, kind heart- 
ed aud charitable. No one ever went to him 
in trouble that his heart did not sympathize 
with avd bis band relieve. I have often 
thought itsuch a pity that he did not live to 
see the city of his love grow tothe proportions 
he predicted for her. He died here in April, 
1851, while building for himself ond family 
the house now known asthe “Austell” man- 
sion. He left his widow and one child, 4 
daughter, married to Judge Jalius A. Haydea. 

Judge Hayden was also one of the judges of 
the inferior court, and held many other posi- 
tions of honor and trust in the city and coua- 
ty. Ho was, and is, ever devoted to Atlanta's 
progress and prosperity, and ready to promote 
apy enterprise tending to buiid up our city. 
He was president of the first gas company. 
He sold off his lots on reasonable terms, and 
would give as long time as tae 
parclasers wanted, and rarely pushed 
a party for the purchase money. 
On account of his kind, genial, hospitable, 
charitable, unsesfish and public spirited dispo- 
sition, he is and has been universally popular 
here. I do not believe he hasan enemy in the 
wérld. He is one of our largest real estate 
owners, Heand hisgood wife have a large 
and interesting family of six daughters and 
two sons. His daughters are Mre. A. M. 
Thrasher, Mrs. T. J. Phillips, Mrs. George W. 
Harrison, Mrs. Harry Hightower, and two 
young ladies ard two sons. Tho jadge and 
his family reside bere and iv Florida, where 
he bas Jarge interests. 

Harriet Shumate marned Alexander Corry, 
who was for a long time justice of the peace 
here, They are both dead. They had fvoar 
sons and three daughters, Mgst of them are 
dead. 

Berryman D. Shamate married Miss Thaurza 
Farrar. He was an elder of the First Presby- 
terian church of this city, and was one of the 
most devoted Chiis:ians I ever knew, They 
bad four sons and three danghters. Tnhoir 
sons, G. D. Shumate, Jr ,alawyer, Chamberlaia 
S. and Francis Shumate reside a&§ Ciarkston, 
Ga., and their daughter, Mrs, James Thomp- 
son, at Norcross, Ga. 

Sarah Shumate married Colonel Jesse C. 
Farrar, who was.a remarkable man and well 
known all over Georgia. He died herea fow 
years ago. Their family consisted of three 
daughters and one son. Mrs. Laura E. White, 
the widow of the late John C. White, is one of 
these. Mr, and Mrs. White were among the 
earliest settlers of Atlanta. He was one of 
our most honest citizens, who by patient in- 
dostry, and the aid of his good wife, accuma. 
lated a nice little fortune. She has twodaugh- 
ters, her only children. One of them married 
my particular friend, George M. Hope, of this 
city, and the other recently married Walter 
Tomlinson, of Sanford, Fla., where they now 
reside. 

Another of Colonel Farrar’s daughters mar- 
ried Dr. H. L. Currier, who was one of our first 
city surveyors and engineers, and a first-class 
one he was, too. They are both dead, and 
their only child is our esteemed fellow- 
townteman, Charles E. Curricr, of the firma of 
Tanner, Currier & Heath.

YORK MILLIONAIRE, 
Pe ee eT 
A Constent Attendant on the Opera~ tow Hie Pic- 
ture Was Obtained—A Rich Man Wao Lives 
us Beonomicaliy—Gie Finencial Transac- 
tious—Bow He Keeps Hie Weaith. 


New York, November 13.—[Special.]}—The 
title of ‘richest man” in America is not held 
continuously. ‘An Astor, after losing it to @ 
Vanderbilt, has now regained if. 


John Jacob Astor, the richest man in Amer- 
ica, is adevoted patron of the opera, and it 
was just after he had limped into his box at 
the Metropolitan, one evening this week, tha’ 
an artist caught sight of his face and succeded 
in obtaining what the millionaire is ever care- 
ful to keep from the public, a pictare of his 
features, The powerfal landlord is tall and 
Vigorous at over sixty years of 
age, and if he were poor man 
or oply moderately wealthy he would not have 
made himeélf unduly conspicuous by a limp. 
This defect in his gait is the result of posses 
sing a carte blanche upon the good things of 
the world, eminent among which are cham- 
pegnes and ancient Burgundy. A liberal ia- 
dulgence in the ornamental varieties of food 
avd drink bas induced goct and Mr. Astor has 
just recovered from a severe attack. In appear 
ance he suggests the typical Eoglishman. His 
face is rnddy and fall, and is embellished with 
Jong side whiskers of a reddish-gray color. 
The whiskers are not allowed to grow directly 
out from the cheeks, bat by persistent brushing 
have been trained to hang down over the col- 
lar somewbat in the Dundreary style. His 
eyes are a subdued gray. His figare is erect 
ard stalwart, and his dress fashionable but 

lain. 

“ After his own notions Mr. Astor lives eco- 
nomically. He does not stint himself at the 
table, and he hastwoor three boxes at the 
opera, but as be does not work either for his 
living or the extending of his estate, he finds 
it advisable to waste not a penny on business 
luxuries. He rarely rides where he can walk. 
and when he rides itisin a public stage, if 
one is available, rather than in his own or a 
bired coupe. His telegrams are “‘skeletonized,”’ 
and in other trivial ways he acts upon the 
“penny saved, penny earned” theory. Noone 
can teil theamount of his wealth today. He 
is very slightly interested in stock companies ; 
the Western Union telegraph, the Delaware, 
Lackawanna and Western railroad, the Chem- 
ical bank and afew other concerns interest 
him. The overwhelming bulk of his property 
is in real estate on Manhattan island, or jast 
across the Harlem in the annexed district. 
More than half of this in value is south of 
Chambers street, or in a district just a mile 
lepg on its longest diameter. In it isthe Astor 
house, modestly estimated at $2,000,000, and 
numerous blocks and  baldings along 
Broadway and Wall street, This part 
of his property pays at least 10 per 
cent per annum, and its value varies only 
slightly from year to year. It is from the va t 
tracts of land in the northern part of the city 
that the increase to his wealth comes’. He is 
coustantly putting aside all he can spara fron 


rent receipts for the purpose of investing in’ 


more land, It is said on good authority that 
&® sum amounting to $6,000,000 in cash is kept 
on deporit in trust companies, to be applied 
to new purchases whenever a good bargain is 
secured. The condition of his property makes 
a favorite topic for the political economists ; 
«very child born in the city adds to his wealth. 
It isthe increase of population alone that makes 
Mr. Astorzicher. As yet, however, the great 
Jandlord bas not signified avy intention of 
“whacking up’ with the reproductive public. 
He is benefitting steadily by what John Staart 
Mill called the “unearned increment of 
wealth,” and bids fair to be before his death 
richer than any man who ever lived. 

When William H. Vanderbilt was alive he 
overtopped John Jacob Astor, but the railroad 
king’s death caused such a subdivision of the 
property that the landlord is left way ahead 
ofany competitor. His brother Wiliam, a 
struggling real estate speculator, worth about 
$60,000,000, dces not come as near to him as 


| Jay Gould, and in fact stands just about. even 


with Cornelius Vanderbilt. William handles 
his business on the same plan adopted by his 
richer brother. Their offices are together and 
many people suppose that they own most of 
the Astor property incommon, The disparity 
in their fortunes was the resuit simoly 
of inberitance, Their father who inherited 
the bulk of the old free trader's, John Jacob’s, 
money, invested itin real estate and left t vo- 
thirds of it to his eldest son the present John 
Jacobs. A striking feature of his wealth is 
that most of it is uninsured. There is so 
much of it that the occasional total loss of a 
houte or two, or an entire block amonats to 
less than the premiums to be paid annually 
upon the whule. 

Mr. Astor is qualified for the title colonel. 
In the war of the rebellion he served on Gen- 
eral McClellan’s staff as aide-de-camp with 
the rauk of colonel. He wasa yoluateer and 
rerved with bonor. His wife-wasa Miss 
Gibbe, of Charleston, 8. C. They have one 
sop, William Waldorf Astor, who has accom- 
plisbed a jittle in politics, literature and art. 
A safe estimate of John Jacob Astor's wealth 
todsy is $150,000,000. When Peter Cooper was 
alive be estimated the property at $130,000. 
000. and the silent increase without the new

A WIFE'S HONOR. 


A Prominent Caittornia Lawyer K illed by 
Husband and Brother, 


_ San Francisco, Cal., November 12,—Jame? 
Y Noon, @ prominent young lawyer of Santa Rosa 
enc president of the land league of this city, was 
killed.Friday morning by John Baileff and Al 
Keed, two well known citizens. The two men 
suddenly entered the office of their vietim and ap 
parently without a wore of warning began firing at 
him fromarevolver. Noon madea desperate re- 
sistance, Closing with his murderers, and when 
people rushed in the three men were found strug- 
gling in a heap on the floor of the room, which 
was fullof smoke from the discharges of their 
weapons, The deadly strnggle was still going on, 
while beneath the men were seen three large pis- 
tols, of which nearly every chamber had been 
emptied. The carpet was covered with pools of 
blvod. Chairsand tables were overturned aud 
books and papers were scattered about, The wails 
apd doors were perforated with bullets. 

Every evidence pointed to a terrific fusillade, 
blihough the only witnesses of it were those who 
bad been engsgedin it. Noon had two wounds, in 
breast and sice. The only words that he spoxe 
were, ‘“Lake them oft me.”" He died soon after the 
arrival of an efficer, The murderers have siace 
kep\ &® most careful silence regarding their deei 
and its cause, Baile‘? only letti:g fall the remark 
that Noon deserved bis fate. The latter is well 
kLOWD in Sa: Fraucisco, aud was a classmate and 
inUimate fricnd of some of the most prominent loca! 
jucges here. He was only twenty-eight years of 
age, avd of hauncsome aid very imposing preseave, 
_ Despite a great sensation caused by ths tragedy, 
Its MOhvVe Was itil today involved in a great deal 
of mystery. The inquest, however, has exstorted 
iyom reluctant wituesses the fact that it was 
caused by tne infatuation of Baileffs wife for the 
young lawyer and her trequent visits to his offic: 
avd meetings with him at improper hours. Ou 
these occariors she was accustomed to envelop 
herself in a deep veil and take every other possible 
precaution to insure secrecy. Noou boasted of his 
ceeds. The intimecy had lasted but a few weeks 
when be imprudentl addressed heranote Tois 
was the immediate cause of the trouble. Baileff, 
whois awealtby farmer and who lives at Lag ina, 
reven miles from Santa Kosa, is over seventy y2 Ta 
cld and bis wi'eis about thirty. She was married 
to him in ber fifteeuth year, aud 1s of a family that 
is highly respectable.

| Remerrkable Desiré Stivwn fa Partly Doe- 
mented Parents te Kil Their Ohfldrons

Reoent investigations have 
developed the fact that thea woman was an- 
d« ubtedly ineane at the time, and it is on this 
ground tha: ber pardon issought. What has 
called sp cial attention to the cag ls that it is 
believed to have led to the discovery of a new 
aad distinet species of insanity—that of kill-

“Yes,” he said, “I am_ led to believe that 
there ia a p-culiar type of parental insauity 
which wmaxifests itseif in an impulse to zill 
their own offepr nz, Itis certainly very ev- 
ident that the killing of children by innsace 
pareuts is growing toal:rming proportions ia 
thir country. In the iny«stigations I have 
mace the causes, among others, of mental 
alictation of the parent bave invariably been 
grief, lossof hia'th, jeslously. poverty and 
intemperance Oneef the striking foatures 
of the erses I have exemined is that in every 
ins ance there is found an undoubted and an- 
‘quivecs} inte. ton on the part of the parent 


aud in four out of five cass the parent coa- 
ro tied or atiempted to commit suicide. (t 
alsu appears tha: 1n each case the ins«eact 
was to compsss rome supposed benefit to the 
child, to ward off some imagined peril or save 
it from fature evi'is. In some there is a well- 
develcped plan to kill successfully carried ont. 
Sonetimes the parent is entirely conscious of 
‘Ommitting the act yet justifies iton one or 
more of the grounds I have stated.” 

When asked for the particulars of some of 
the cases he had made aspeocial study of, Mr, 
Batis gave a number which he said illustrated 
the tieory be advances. Among these was 
that of Aon MeClvskey, a married Women 50 
serrs old, wholived in this city with her 
bueband and twochildran. She was reputed 
te be a bard- working. indastrious woman, a 
go. d wife and devoted mother. Her faalt was 
intemperance. In the spring of 1835, during 
the latter part of a long periodof intoxication, 
she went toa priest of her church and took 4 
somn pledve never to drink again as long as 
she lived, She at once totally abstained from 
liqucr, but an atiack of delirinm tremens soon 
fo lowed. During the latter pars of the night 
of April 6 she manifested great anxiety for her 
chicren, Shewas under the hallucinatioa 
that men were prow ivg around the house and 
lying in wait to kill them, and she called en 
her husband to wateh them and see that the 
men did not gettin and hurt them. She was 
at last quieted by her husband. Bat the game 
night he, awakeved by a noise in the street, 
got onteof bed and saw his wife by an opea 
window in their room, aud at the same mo- 
ment he noticed that his eldest child was not 
in +d. Fearing the worat heasked her: 

“For God’s sake, where is Magpiv?”’ 

“She’s safe,” his wife answered, calmly,” I’ve 
throws ber out of the window.” Ina moment 
of frepzy, imaginiog some harm was hovering 
cver ber daughter, the mother had taken the 
child from its bed and thrownit out of the 
fourth story window into the darkness, to ba 
casbed to death on the pavement below. She 
then atiempted to throw cygor other cluld, 
but was prevented by her hfisband. 

Another im portant ca-e bearing on the subject 
was that of John Howells, an Kog!lishman, whoo 
was w rich farmer, 45 years old, living at S:ac- 
»ueca, Pa. He was married and had ave chil- 
cren, the ycungest 3and the eldeat 12 years 
ofsge. Ail his life, until the spring of 1855, 
he bad been strong and rugged. He was.an 
affectionate husband and a kind and indaigent 
father. In the spring of 1585 his health failed 
and during the summer be euffered from in- 
son nia and losrsof appetite. Then he began 
to imagine he sawa big black dog about the 
bouse and became gloomy and despoudent. 
He continued in this condition for several 
months, during which time he transacted his 
oidinary business, butall the while insisted 
that he saw nothing in store for his children 
exeept poverty, ruin and disgrace. Daring 
the early fal! he bought a pistol, but after keep- 
ing it a while tbrew it away. Heo afterwards 
wentand found 1t and laid it by with care ia 
his house. Ov October 23 his wife took their 
eldest son away on a Visit, leaviag Howelis at 
home with the four children, That same day 
Howells went to the village and on returning 
began to thrash buck wheatin his barn. Short- 
ly after a neighbor heard pistol shots rapidly 
following each other at Howells’ house. Upon 
opening the door the four children were s:en 
dead upon the floor, the blood oozing from the 
light temple of each one. Howells himself 
lay bleeding from two wounds. He recovered 
aud stated that he had given them poieon, bat 
to nake sure that they would not suffer had 
shot them. 

A very important case referred to by Mr. 
Butts was thatof Mrs. Fannie Smith, who 
lived near Keyport, N. J. She was a farmer’s 
wife and the motber of five children, the old- 
e+t 19 and the youngest 3, Twelve years ago, 
after childbirth end the death of her child, 
her mind was affected and she was soné to aa 
asylum, butat the end of a year she returned 
home epparently cured. The homestead was 
heavily mortgaged and she brooded over this, 
avd she imagined their home would be takea 
away and her children thrown upon the worid 
lomelees. Onthe morning of April 23 she 
took a deseof ‘ Rough on Kass,” which she had 
concealed on the. premises, and then, taking 
up a dig ax and concealing it under the folds 
of her dress, went to the house where her chil- 
d:en were, and, entering theroom where Fdaa, 
her youngest daughter, was sleping, actaally 
eplit« pe» her head with a terrific blow of the 
ax, Shethen went to the room of ason 12 
years old and hithim three blows with the 
blunt end ofthe axe. She next sought her 
duughter Bessie, 11 years old, who had awak- 
ened and ‘saw her brother struck, and while 
upen her knees, as if in prayer, with one hand 
uplifted, imploring her mother’s mercy, tho 
frenzied woman drove the axe iato her heal. 
Another danghter also received a like blow. 
Immediatety after, when her husband asked 
her, “Fannie, in Gods name, why did you kill 
my children?’ she replied, calmly: 

“Why, Monroe, I was toldby Gol to do so, 
and I obeyed His command. [ know I did 
wrepg, bntit wasthe only thing to be done 
to rave them from hell.” 

W hep questioned farther she sai4 she meant 
that ifthe home was sold her chi d en would 
be thrown vpon the street and wouid go to the 
bad

WHEN PRESIDENT LINCOLN WAS 
ASSASSINATED, 


The Atiempt on the Life of Secretary Geward—The 
Assassin Payne Carrying Out His Part of the ~ 
Programme-How Geward’s Life Was 
Saved by Hie Attendants—Bte. 


When Booth killed Lincoln at Ford’s thes- 
ter, he had. planned that Secretary Seward 
ghould be killed at the same time, Mr. 
Seward was to be killed by Payne, assisted by 
Herold, On the fatal night the conspirators 
separated, Booth going to the theater to kill 
Lincoly, and Herold and Payne going to 
Seward's house to kill the secretary of state, 
The following account of the struggles of 
Payne in Seward’s house is one of the most 
graphic chapters ever written. It is from 
Geo. Alfred Townsend’s “Katy of Catochin,” 
just published.

He wore the heaviest cast off boots ui Wiukes 
Booth, black cloth trousers, an overcoat of 
white and brown, conspicuous in the night, 
a dark gray undercoat, and a silouched 
brown hat, He was familiar 
with saber and knife exercise, and had been 
kept sober until just before this essay, when 
he was toned up to his bloody work by drink. 

He had disappeared within the hall-way, 
perbaps five toreven minutes, when Herold, 
sitting on the horse in morbid apprehension, 
heard cries and shonts within the old gloomy 
hovse, and the sound of blows and of falling 
bodies,

The secretary of state was a man almost 
sixty-feur, of slight and delicate structure,and 
without any personal enemies except those 
whose unjust interests felt the silvery arrows 
of his argument. In youth he had been a tu- 
tor in a slave state, and formed the opinion 
that the systems of free and slave labor ware 
irreconcilable. As governor and ssnator of 
the most powerful state in the union, he nur- 
tured freedom among the young men and made 
it captivating, and now was triumphantly clos- 
ing the greatest career of any foreign 
secretary from the New World.

THE STRIKE OFF. 


Mr. Powderly Orders the Men to Return to 
Work, 


CrrcaGo, November 13.—A bout 4:30 o'clook 
this afternoon, a crowd of nearly 2.000 strikers 
gathered about the dwelling of Armour's em. 
ploye, who was attacked yesterday, while at- 
tempting tomove his honsehold goods to an- 
other neighborhood. The ire of the strikers 
againt this man is owing to the fact that ho is 
a Knight of bor, and refused 


Company E of the first regiment arrived be- 
fore much damage was done and charged the 
mob which fell back.

vided into detachments which were stationed 
at the street corners in the vicinity, a patrol 
wagen load of Pinkerton’s men left to 
protect the goods of the unpopular em loye. 
Another crowd was quickly organ and 
had nearly overpow the Pinkerton guard, 
when company C of the second arrived on 
double quick and charging h the mob, 
arrested six men and put the others to rout. 
No casualties are reported. 

A. A. Carlton, senting the eral ex: 
ecutive board of the Knights of Labor in con- 
nection with the union stock yards strike, 
being interviewed today, would not commit 
himeelf on the question of the probable result 
of the mecting. Hesaid, however, that while 
the strike was still a local affair only, he was 
hereto look after the good of the entire 
body, and the terms of its settlement would 
reed to have more than merely local signif- 
cance and he did not think there was 
probshility of a boycott being ordered. The 
packers having rescinded their resolution to 
employ non-union men only, the strikers 
were disarmed, so far asa boycott was con- 
cerned, and the question at issue was 
that of hours. A conference was held today 
between Hately,a member of the packer’s 
executive committee, Carleton and Congress- 
man Frank Lawler. Thereis no explanation 
of how Lawler comes in the case. Hately 
says the first knowledge of Lawler was when 
& message was received from Lawler asking 
for a conference which was sgreed to. Hately 
called the attention of Lawler and Carleton to 
the schedule, showing the rate of wages paid 
at Chicago and other points. He claimed 
that the rate in Chicago taking into consider- 
ation the ten hour day, was 25 per cent 
bigher than any place else. The conference 
lssted until high noon, when Carleton and 
Lawler were bowed out by Hately, who was 
evidently in a very happy state of mind. 
None of the trio would give any infor- 
mation sbout the talk except to say that it 
was of an unofiicial and purely 
private nature, Lawler appeired very anx- 
10us to have the fact of his presence kept from 
the public, fearing, as he said, that the 
kuowledge thathe was interesting himself in 
the matter would iead the strikers to think 
that the negotiations had assumed a political 
complexion and lengthen the deplorable 
contest. Carleton said he had nothing to say 
beyond the fact that he had a very full and 
pleasant discussion of the situation with 
Hateley, who is a member of the executive 
committee of the packers’ association, and 
was in hopes that an amicable solution of the 
knotty problenr would be reached at an early 
day.

LICKED UP IN FLAME. 


THE PITTSBURG CATHEDRAL RB.- 
DUCED TO ASHBS, 


4 Magnificent Spectacle to the Beholder, but One 
Disastrous to the Chureh— Fine Paintings 
Destroyed — The Terrible Battle with 
the Flames—Tho Loss Estimated. 


PittepurG, Pa., November .u.—The pro- 
cathedral of St. Peters, the pride of the Rom- 
an Catholics of the twin-cities, is a mass of 
smoking ruins, Half an hour after midnight, 
Arthur Wiggin’, a district messenger boy, 
while passing the corner of Sherman avenue 
and Obio street, Allegheny city, saw the flames 
in the interior of the massive structure, The 
boy gave the alarm, and in ten minutes later, 
three districts of the fire department were a 
wrk, 

THE FIRE IN CONTROL. 

The fire, however, had made great headway 
before it was discovered, and while the {ire- 
men were fighting it in the basement, to 
which it was at first supposed to be confined, 
and had gotten it under control there, flames 
were discovered in the great auditorium over- 
head, where they had eaten their way insidi- 
ously through the fiues and  ventila- 
tors, and were creeping in about 
the rafters just beneath the vaulted roof, licx- 
ing upin their furious greed the beautifal 
frescoes and magnificent oil paintings with 
which the walls were lined, and were bursting 
through the costly and exquisite stained glass 
windows. Meanwhile a great crowd had 


| gathered, and looked on appalled, while the 


magnificent structure slowly crumbled before 
the relentless progress ofthe flames. Faitafal 
churchmen mourned as it became apparent 
that their religious refuge was doomed to de: 
struction. Protestant neighbors mourned 
with them in the loss to the city of so costly 
and magnificent a church edifice, 
THE SACRED VESSELS DESTROYED, 

The fire progressed from the front to the 
back, the roof being consumed and falling 
with its advance. The interior furnishing, 
paint and varnish, supplied fuel, and the ceil- 
ing, beams and pows, hissed and beckoned to 
each other, as the progress of the conflagration 
showed that but little, if anything other than 
the movable articles would be saved, In the 
rear of the church, Bishop Phelon and 
®  mumber of i friends owho were 
early on the ground, were busily 
engaged in saving the gold and silver vessels 
of the altar service. A majority of thom, 
with the chalice and many of the vestments, 
were gotten out, the workers being urged on 
by the crackling of the flames, the falling of 
the timbers and the near approach of the fire 
on the floor. Even then, few efforts wore 
made to again reach the altar in an attempt 
to eave some of the many ornaments which 
bad made it one of .the most beautiful 
and costly in the state , but in vain. 

The fire absolutely refused to be governed 


| by the fi:emen, who were now delivering their 


streams of water from every available point, 
including the roof of Sampson’s stable, on an 
adjoining property. Steadily, and without 
apparent diminution of its force, it progressed 
toward the rear,and the constant flow of water 
rose in clouds of stream. One squad of fire- 
men, with a steam, made their way inside the 
small apartment at the rear, and 
from that vantage ground tried to 
save the _ altar. Although from 


| the first fiercest the fire had been at the front 


of the church, the tower, having but little in- 
flammable material in its makeup, was almost 
uninjured. 
THE AMOUNT OF THE LOSS. 
The edifice is of stene, and cost, when ready 


| for its interior furnishings, $125,000. The cost 


of finishing and furnishing, added to the cost 
of building, was almost $5,000. The frescoe- 
the finest, as indeed was every 


of the Savior, which were imported, aod

by the registers becoming overheated from 
natural gas, which was only put in the build- 
ing last Saturday.

The last burning occurred about one month 
ago, at which time a lot of fencing and a fod- 
der;stack were consumed. Mr. Coffee at once 
determined;to ferret out the guilty parties, and 
tothis end employed Detective Shacklefoot, 
of Macon. This officercame down last Thurs- 


} day, bringing a negro with him, and the two 


at once went to Coffee’s house. The negro 
then went to Daye Reeves’s house, and told 
Dave he was a fuogitive from justice; 
that he had cut a fellow tn Hawkinsyille, 
and that he was goingto Dodge’s boom. He 
stated further to Dave that he had been work- 
ing for Mr. Coffee for three or four days, and 
that Ccffee woulda’t pay him, and that he 
theught of burning himout, Dave then toli 
the negro that Coifee wouldn’t pay anybody: 
that he and Harry Reeves (Dave’s brother) 
had burned him out four or five times; and 
that by Christmas everything he had would 
be in ashes. 

The negro lost no time in convoying this 
in formation to the detective, and in a shori 
time Dave and Harry Reeves were peeping 
through the bars of the Dodge county jail. 

Some time ago the grand jury found a trae 
bill against Dave Reeves for murder, and he 
is heldto answer that charge at the next 
term of Dodge superior court. 

Harry Reeves was given a preliminary hear- 
ing before Justice Charles Jones last Monday 
morning. The evidence brought out at the trial 
wes substantially as stated above, aud Harry 
was committed to the Macon jail to await the 
sitting of Dodge court on a charge Of arson.

When the city wasin the 
midst of that desolation which marked the wild 
dog era, there wasan old man who lived in 4 
broken down box car whiich had been thrown off 
the track, near the State road roundhouse, Oae 
day some of us soldiers went into the old man's 
home to fry some bacon that some how 
or other we i had goiten hold of. 
When the meat began to fry the 
odor was wafted about by the breezss. It 
was an exceedingly appetizing odor, tae more 80 
because it was rather strange to Atlanta air and to 
Atlanta noses. Well, ina few minutes the wild 
cats began fo come from their hiding places, at- 
tracted by the odor of the frying meat, They 
came first singly, then in pairs, then by dozens 
then by scores, then by hundreds, & great army of 
fierce eyed, yowling, howling mousers, When 
the old man taw the cats about to invade his home 
in such swarms he got a club and stationed him- 
self at a point near which the cats would have to 
pass. He wentto work killing cats. He killed 
fivethoussnd! Ineverin my life saw so many 
dead cats!” 

“T guess not,” I remarked. 

"No, I never did,’’ said my friend; “ ( sever did. 
The cats were thrown into a big washou: near 
the car, filling it up completely. There were 
enough of them to fill a room twenty feet square 
and,'’ added my friend, as I prepared to leave, 
‘three thousand additional cats died from their 
wounds and were fouud in various parts of the 
city the next day.’’

Then ths 
wooden hoops are put on by the man, the heads 
are put in, and the barrel is ready for use. 

‘*Tcan make twenty a day, by hand,” said the 
barrel makerto mo, ‘‘With machinery one hand 
can make a hundred.”’

*T am in favor,’’ said Mr, Sidney Root yesterday, 
“of well directed efforts inthe direction of tree 
planting. Eighteen years ago the broad avenues 
of Washington city were shadoless and dust-blown 
like a modern Sahara. The iatelligent commission 
in charge of municipal affairs, with wise provi- 
dence planted over 120,000 trees according to a sys- 
tematic plan, so that now our pDational capital is 
one of the most beautifuland heaithful cities in 
the world,” 


“I think,” continued Mr. Root, ‘that ‘tree so- 
cieties’ ought tobe formedin the towns and vii- 
leges. Thatis to say, an indefinite number of 
men and women should form a voluntary organi: 
zation with a | president, secretary an4 treasurer, 
who constitute an executive committee—all sery- 
ing without psy—the| members agreeing to plant 
net lersthan two treesofan approved variety or 
pey tothe treasurer $1 in cash. Thus with a mem 
bership of, say forty, insuring eigh*y trees yearly . 
fo that in afew seasons the puodlic squares and 
&trects will be pleasantly shaded.”’ 


Mr. Root says the time for transplanting decid- 
uous trees is after a killing frost in early winter, 
Evergreens may be removed asiate as March, A 
natural mistake is to piace trees too nearly to- 
gether, In which case it soon becomes a question 
of the survival of the fittest, the less vigorous ones 
being either crowded out of line or are stunted and 
die, ard they are often the ones which are mos* 
needed. Thirty to fifty feet is none too much spac 
for @ flourishing tree. Tae holes should be dug 
about three feet in diameter and depth for trees 
from two to three inches in diameter of trunk, 
These holes should be filed with surface soil, loam 
and stable manure when the trees are set. One 
thorough watering is generally enough. Many 
trees are drenched to death with cold water, bu 
mnichirg is very desirable. To prevent loosening 
by the wind, one or more stakes may be needed, 


It is said that in moving large trees, one should 
cut Off as great a proportion of the branches as he 
does of the roots, The idea is that there should be 
no greater demand for sap than there are roots to 
supply it.. Mr, Root feels a deep interest not only 
in tree planting, but in everything that can add 
to the beauty of a city.

fraud was practiced was avery ingenious one, Fet- 
ter would purchase several dozen bottle of the 
gennine remedy, strip off the labels and wrappers, 
and then send the bottles of the real to 
the manufacturers, with the explanation that the- 
dampness of his cellar had so injured the wrap- 
pings as to render the remedies unsaleable unless 
rewrapped, and requesting the mauafacturer to 
rewrap, This request was generally complied 
with, and Fetter was placed in possession of so 
many genuine labels and wrappers as he had re 
moved from the bottles to place on his imitations 
renuine bottles were easily obtainable from the 
junk stores 


Yesterday Fetter, who lives 2928 Harper street; 
J. |(Richerdson Parke, druggist, 240 Sourh Tenth 
street, and J Opdyke, druggist; 1121 South Tenth 
street, were "arrested by Pinkerton’s detectives, 
Large quantities of several fraudulent mediciaes 
were found. The bottles were in some cases filled 
with excellent imitations, and in other cases the 
compeund was worthless, 

The drat witness called at the hearing this morn- 
ing before Megistrate Durham was Jeremiah W. 
Opdyke, a graduate of a college of pharmacy, 
Lawyer Diehl, of the prosecution, took the witness 
in hand and succeeded in drawing a large amount 
of evidence from him which was damaging to 
Parke and Fetter. Opdyke isja pharmaceutisi and 
¢iaims that, although lately an employe of Parke, 
he bas been endeavoring to break up the perpetua- 
tion of ewindles in the business, piaying the role of 
detective himself. Two bottles, both similar in ap- 
pearance, which were eupposed to contain *‘Swifs's 


t pecific,” were produced and the witness promptly 


prononnced one labeligeneutne and the other 
counterfeit. He also stated that Fetter had ex- 
plained tohim the difference, which consisted of a 
slight blur in the appearance of one, which was 
pointed ont. Witness further testified that Eetter 
bed acknowledged that the plates used in printing 
were kept in Parke’s house and the printing was 
done by the “Bank Printing Company of New 
York,’’ but Opdyke’s inquiries brought him to the 
conclusion thatno such company was in exist- 
ence. 

The witness further told of dealings with a drug- 
gistpamed Wiltbank, whose place was on Sixth 
street below South. Fetter, upon one occasion, 
told Opdyke that the Hop Bitter labels were print- 
ed in this city, but Fetter would not reveal the 
name of the printer. 

Counselor Moore, for the defense, elicited, on 
crots examination, that Oydyke is a graduate of 
pharmacy, and had been in the employ of Smith, 
Kline & Co, for two years. 

W. P. Kiffer, of Westmont, N. J., and Sidney 
Maurice, of 25 North Second street, Camden, testi- 
fed that they purchased some of the medicines 
from Park, 

J. W. Fears, manger of the New York office of 
Swifi’s Specific company, tes ified that because of 
suspicions against Parke, he purchased last June 
some uf the Swift’s Specific which Parke sold at 70 
cents, when the advertised price was $1; that when 
he tested the medicine which he had purchased, 
he discovered that it was not the genuine médi- 
cine, s8sold by his company. 

Op cross examination the witness sald that on 
bills under $40 the wholetale price was $8 per doz: 
en, and tbat on bilis of $40 and upwards adiscount 
of 5 per cent was allowed. 

“At that rate,’’ remarked Lawyer Moore, ‘‘these 
men eyelid sell the real article atthe alleged cat 
raies?”’

North Carolina is well abreast with Georgia 
in the facilities sheis giving her children to 
obtain an education.

Trinity college is five miles from the Rich- 
mond and Danville railroad, at High Point, 
It is situated on a high platean of sandy 
loamy land and is environed by beautifal 
farms and many small industries that make 
these farms profitable.

Most of them were brought up poor and re- 
member what astrain it is to their parents to 
keep them in college, Before the war most of 
the boys were rich and proud and 
a stingy boy was looked upon as 
a plebean or a charity student, but now many 
of the boys mess together in clab; of eight or 
ter, and hire a cook so as to reduce their board 
tothe lowest possible limits. They lose no 
caste or fellowship by this, butare commend- 
ed forit. I saw at Trinity the game of foot 
ball for the first time, and I liked it, It is 
that eame old ‘shinny’ without the crooked 
sticks that we used to nse, and without the 
wooden ball. That shinny was a rongh and 
dangercus game and [ still have memories of 
hara knocks that laid me up fora time, Near 
Trinity is an extensive shuttle factory 
ttat supplics many southern mills 
and a factory that makes spool spindles for 
the Williamantic thread company, There is 
also a large tanneryand a shoe factory that 
turns out 100 pairevery day. Their shoes are 
all engaged before they are made, and com- 
mand a better pricethan northern shoes, for 
the people know they are honest work and 
honest leather. A Bush hill brogan will bring 
two dollars as readily as a northern brogan 
will bring one dollar and a half. 

The dog congress was just beginning to con. 
vene at High Point. It convenes there every 
year about this time, and a stranger is liable 
to fall over a dog most anywhere about town. 
Tke hotel was crowded with them. I could 
hardly get to the oe poe to record my name, 
and the clerk looked all around me to sec how 
many dogsI brought, I took a quiet seat in a 
corner, and foran hour or two listened to the 
yarns of these sportsmen as thoy told of their 
ad ventures that covered a territory from Maine 
to Mexico, and included the Rocky mountains. 
Some of them had been on the boards ag mia- 
strels, and they wound up with banjo music 
and negro songs and a dance, all of which was 
enteitaining and kept me awake, and woader- 
ing how many kinds of psople it took 
to make a world. Hundreds of sportsnon 
and dogs were expected at this congress, for 
there was a great wager up for the best day’s 
work among the quails. These sports have 
leased the shooting privilege on ten thousand 
acres near by and have many Other smaller 
areas secured. They start out by san rise ia 
long-bodied backs with sx or eight in the 
scats and the dogs in ballast, and return after 
night with bags fullof birds that are to be 
shipoed north by the first train. Their dogs 
are very precious, some of them rated af a 
thousand dollars, and I was very careful not 
to offend them, and felt like bowing and tip- 
ing my hatasI gave them the sidewalk and 
eaid “good morning, dog.” 

There are some Quakers in these parte. 
They are a quiet, industrious people, they 
never quarrel or goto law, they won’t buy 
steers with horns for fear they will fignt. 
They have a meeting honse but no preaching, 
no singing, no pulpit, no nothing but solemn 
silence. Itis just a place to meditate and 
ponder. There are a lot of common benches 
for the young folks who don’t want to ponder 
and another lot of high up benches atthe end 
forthe sanctified. These benches are just 
high enough to let the legs hang down with- 
out touching the floor. That position is sup- 
posed to be peculiar! favorable to 
meditation, I think I shall try it, They 
cross their hands devoutly and fix their eyes 
upon space, and do not move until their meti- 
tation provokes them to say something or to 
slide off the bench and pray. If they are 
moved to say something it is a very little 
something—a Jine or a verse from Scripture, 
such as “Blessed are the dead who die in the 
Lord,” or “Honor thy father and mother.” 
When they slide down to pray the prayer is 
silent and short, and they slide up again and 
position, When they have all 
woishipped enough, some leader gives a sign 
aud as the saints face each other on the high 
benches they all with one accord slide off and 
approach tothe center and shake hands and the 
service is over. The last handshake is the 
signal of relief tothe young folks, and they 
get out as quickly as school boys at recess. 
Well, they like that because their fathers did, 
and so it is all sight. Bat I couldent help 
ruminating on the contrast to some other 
kinds of worship. One thing is cortain—they 
will never proselyte the darkies to any alarm- 
ing extent, 

Concord is a nice railroadtown. Itis a mile 
away from the depot and nearly a mile 
high up. It has a good trade and handles 
about twelve thousand bales of cotton. There 
is a large cotton mill here, and during 
all these labor troubles, it has moved quietly 
along and declared its usual semi-annual div- 
idends, One of Powderly’s men came there 
last spring to organize and he was politely in- 
vited to leave town, and he left. Those Con- 
cord folk are still rebellious notwithstanding 
the name and they cannot be Griven by priest 
por politician. The “ring” nominated a man 
‘or the legislature whom the “boys” did not 
like, and so out of burlesque they put up the 
biggest, dirtiest, hoggishest old rip they could 
find and with the aid of the negroes actually 
elected him and I never sawa set of peo- 
ple so mortified. They carried the joke too 
far and were in a state of supreme repentance, 
Some advised that a writ of lunatico de inqui- 
rendo be sued out, but others were trying to 
get the old fellow to resign. He6, too, thought 
it was a joke of the boys, but the result 
swelled him up and he boasted of his victory 
tome. “I got ’em, by golly, I got ’em--dog 
my cats if I dident. I’m gwine to Rolly, 
dinged if I ain’t, and I’m gwine to pass 4 law 
tbat these here stuck up school teachers shill 
teach twelve hours a day for fifty conts-- 
dog’d if I don’!; and I’m gwine to have all the 
whisky anylized jes like they do the 
juenna, They shali sell us better whisky 
for ten cents a drink, dog’d if they shant,” and 
the tobacco juice ran down from the corners 
of bis mouth, Sach are politics, concord or 
no concord. Ido hopethey will flag some 
as’ ae get out of the scrape.

A Desperate Kentuchian-—How He Avenged 
an Inault to His Home, 
From the Omaha Republican. 

They have “cyclone holes’ in this country, 
and what do you supposethey are? Just sim- 
p'y little “dugoutes”’ close t) their dwollinga, 
into which the family may escape in case a 
“tunnel-shaped” cloud comes fooling sroand 
and sca ‘tering things. 

These cyclone holes remind meof something 
of a similar nature which they aged to have in 
wy native village in Kentucky “indurin’ tho 
war.” They were not used for exactly the 
fame purpose, bat for yet a purpow much akin. 
The cyclone, against which they ware intend- 
ed to guard, was a man named Wilkes War- 
ren and his gang. 

I ean first remember Wilk Warren as a boy 
about my own age, who used to come five days 
in the week to our village to atcend achool. His 
father was a we)l-to-do farmer, who lived out 
on the pike ecross Slate creek and Rose raa, 
about three miles from town, and who kept a 
waysideiuna cailed ‘Travelers’ Rest.” A square 
sign bearing information as to the character of 
the €stabiisiment hung out in front of ths 
caraVaneary from a post which loo«ed like a 
gallows, but in other respects the piace hada 
cheery icok, and indeed it was a cherry 
place. ‘The elder Warren was a_ big- 
hesrted, jolly, good man, and his entire family 
We €mMientiy respectable and vastly popular 
in thatilk. Wik was a quiet, white-fsced, 
manly boy; slim, aud yet inciined to be hand 
some, Woen the war oroke out he joined—ia 
fact assisted io recruit—E company of our 
Kentucky fe@eral reg:men'. and he wa; com- 
missioned second lieutenant of that gallant 
ager gation. Ho was about 19, avd ho looked, 
every ined, a floe soldierin his new uniform 
aud belt, to which areat sword hung gracofally 
S.ill heseemed to bea very subdued and 
rather reserved sort ofa yonng man. Our regi- 
ment had been in several liaie fights and skir- 
mishes, in which Wilk bore himselfcommen- | 
dably. Finally we reached the battle field of 
Shiloh on the moraing of the 7th, 
of April, 1862, from a force! 
march; the last twenty-four hours of whica 
were most'y at “double-quick” ia tight order, 
eud the last tweive hours of which were 
throvgh e black night and driving rain, aui 
through muo aad coill acd profanity. Grant's 
beaten and almost dismayed army welcomei 
Boell’s a@Yanes with mach warmth and satis- 
faction, ad@ Buell’s edyance went into the 
fght with a beurtiness which was refreshing. 
a.d which by noon had turned tie tidy of 
battle 

Immediately after that fight, Wilk Warrea 
resigned Nis commission and went home, 

With many others] did notthink th's 4 
very repu abie th ng to do, and wae inclined 
to telicve that Lieutenant Warren hai become 
unessy lest he shonld get those besutifal 
ojothes of his torn, in the event of another dis- 
turbance lice that of Shiloh, and that aa over 
weaning desire to compass «2 greater degree of 
personal safety bad Jed him to leave the army. 

But we were all mistaken. 

Wiik bad received, several days before the 
fight, a letter about bows tow brate, na aed
